Today it houses
tech start-ups, a Trader Joe's, and several
popular restaurants,

Perhaps the crowning example of a new
development that perfectly encapsulates
Austin’s history is the Moody Theater.
Officially named Austin City Limits Live at
the Moody Theater, it is the newest home
to its namesake PBS show, the longest run-
ning music program in television history.
Austin City Limits first aired on television
in 1971, and in its more-than-40-year his-
tory it has been awarded the Presidential
Medal of the Arts, launched countless
‘music careers, and helped cement Aus-
tin's reputation as a musical mecea. Tt is
= state-of:the-art facility, but its newness
doesn't outshine its historical charm. Out-
side the venue's entrance is a Willie Nelson

statue reminiscent of the iconic Stevie Ray
Vaughan effigy on Lady Bird Lake, and the
hallways are docorated with images from
Austin City Limits tapings of yore. Austin
